U.N. assembly demanded Friday night., that Russia get 
out of Hungary "without any further delay" and urged 
the Soviet Union to cease interfering with urgently 
needed relief shipments to the Hungarian people, 


The 76-nation assembly approved 
—• 


by 48 votes to 11 a five-power 
resolution charging the Kremlin 
with brutal suppression of Hun- 
garian patriots in violation of the 
U.N. charter, and calling for free 
elections under U.N. auspices. 
» 


The entire Soviet bloc v o t e d 


against ihe resolution. 


Sixteen c o u n t r i e s abstained. 


They included Egypt, Austria, Fin- 
land and members of the 'Afro- 
Asian bloc. 


The global forum went on to 


endorse a U.S. proposal demand- 
ing that Russia and the Soviet- 
imposed Budapest regime o p e n 
the country's borders to food, med- 
icine and clothing from the West, 
The vote was 53 to 9 and 13 ab- 
stentions. 


Again the Russian bloc voted 


no and the Afro-Asian group ab- 
stained, 


The United 
States 
announced 


all governments to render med- 
ical supplies, f o o d s t u f f s and 
clothes to help ease the "extreme 
suffering" of the Hungarian peo- 
ple, was approved by 67 to zero 
and eight abstentions. 


Hungary and Poland, departing 


from Russia and its other satel- 
lites who abstained, voted for the 
Austrian resolution. 
, Ethiopia was absent during all 
the votes.

died instantly after being hit be-

Meysenburg said. 


M c D o n a l d 
then apparently 


turned the gun on himself, firing 
one shot into his head. He was 
taken to David City Hospital where 
he was reported still unconscious 
and in critical condition early Sat- 
urday morning. 


•ihe shooting took place- in the 


McDonald home at Bellwood, 10 
miles northwest of David City, ap- 
parently as a result of domestic 
troubles, authorities said. 


The shooting was witnessed by 


the couple's 13-year-old daughter, 
and 8-year-old son and one of the 
children's f r i e n d s , JMeysenburg 
said. 


The children informed relatives 


who called the authorities, Mey- 
senburg said.

Nebraska U. Budget Reflects 
Personnel, Salary Increases 


. . . UNIVERSITY HOSPITAL IN OMAHA TAKES BIG BOOST

Salary increases and added per- 


sonnel, including 80 new instruc- 
tors, are reflected in the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska's 1957-59 budget 
of $29,150,125 submitted to Tax 
Commissioner Fred Herrington Fri- 
day. 


Of the total, the state appro- 


priation being asked from the gen- 
eral fund is $23,363,125. 


This is $5,563,125 more than the 


amount from state tax revenues 
included in the current biennium, 
which is taking $17,800,000. 


Outlined 


Chancellor Clifford M. Hardin, 


outlining the budget to the press 
in a special briefing session, ex- 
plained the increases in this way: 


Nearly half, or $2,484,292, has 


been set aside to deal with the 
"salary problem" which was ex- 
plained as affecting all categories 
of university employes, including 
the labor staff. 


An enrollment increase of 1,504 


during the next bicnnium will re- 
quire at least" M additional teach- 
er* "just to maintain the present 
standards of inxlmcU»n," Chan- 
cellor Martin 


Additions to the teaching stuff 


"in a hifhlj coinr>etitiv« marktt" 


will require $651,700. More teach- 
ing-research assistants and part- 
time employes directly related to 
the teaching work 
will 
require 


$279,696. 


More For Hospital 


Also provided in the budget for 


building upkeep, supplies, labora- 
tory and research equipment is 
$972,559. For the University Hos- 
pital in Omaha, there has been 
budgeted $280,000 for additional 
nursing service and o t h e r labor, 
in addition to $207,730 for the tech- 
nical-clerical staff. 


The total increase for the Omaha 


campus was set at $1,350,000. Of 
this, nearly 65 per cent, or t890,- 
000, is for the University Hospital. 


The budget includes $1,146,973 


for the College of Agriculture and 
for the Agricultural Experiment 
Station and Agriculture Extension 
Service. 
Imperative' 


New staff additions, termed "im- 


perative"' by fhe chancellor, will 
result in additional costs of $1,664,- 
000, 
with the majority, $895,000, 


going toward the addition of new 
teaching personnel. 


Provisions also are made for the 


'addition of classified staff, such 
a<! technicians, labor, graduate as- 
sistants and general clerical-type 
employes. Provision is mad* for 


the possibility of some state em- 
ployes, mainly the nursing staff 
at the University Hospital, going 
to a 40-hour week, depending on 
action of the Legislature. 
That 


would result in additional costs 
of around $75,000. Some workers 
in the general labor classification 
would be included. 
Present salary schedules call for 


increases of around 11 to 12 per 
cent, with the total amounting to 
$1,507,000 for the present academic 
staff. Salary increase provisions 
also are being made for employes 
in the classified bracket ($484,000); 
labor ($337,000); graduate assist- 
ants ($86,000), and student-adult 
labor, ($68,000). 


'Recruiting Struggle' 


The chancellor said the "na- 


tional recruiting struggle between 
colleges and universities" meant 
facing * pending loss of many 
faculty members because salaries 
are being 
driven 
higher 
and 


higher. The competition between 
education and industry for services 
of faculty and 
profc-sional per- 


sonnel also has helped account for 
this.

Old Mother Nature is to be credited with a 


great sensitiveness in providing an authentic 
fitting climax to an epic journey by two naval 
balloonists. 


After soaring to a record altitude of more 


than 70,000 feet, they came to earth by landing 
in one of our favorite Sandhill valleys near the 
tiny harnlet of Brownlee. The balloon's crew- 
Naval Commanders Malcolm D. Ross and Mor- 
ton L. Lewis, both of Washington, D. C.—had 
soared in the air to a height of Tii.OUD. to he 
exact, a little more than 14 miles in the un- 
penetrable blackness of the stratosphere.

lieving, however, that a marked shift in senti- 
ment came at a time when developments in the 
Middle East and bloody fighting in Hungary m 
southeastern Europe added to the tears that the 
fighting there might slowly take on the character 
of global conflict. 
Among callers late in the 


week was one who had visited a number o£ 
states in the two weeks preceding the election. 
He told us that the shift which took place as a 
result of the mounting danger of war obscured 
all domestic policies, and blotted every other con- 
sideration. We" are not out of the woods by any 
means. "We will not be out of the woods in the 
Middle East until Israel and the Arab nations 
find it possible to agree upon a long-range pro- 
gram. All that has happened is more or less 
temporary and naturally subject to change. 


* 
We may expect armament costs to increase, if 


anything. Our expenditures for national defense 
in the last four years have averaged $43 billion a 
year. This figure includes foreign aid, plus stock- 
piling, plus funds for atomic development. It 
does call for an expenditure of three and a 
third billion every 30 days. Thus far the Amer- 
ica* people have been able to bear that burden 
without any sacrificing their living standards. On 
the contrary, while we have been pouring out 
billions for armament living standards have 
been rising. Most individuals have enjoyed more 
in the form of necessities and luxuries than any 
other generation of Americans, with the possible 
exception of the farmer. 


* 
At this time, it should be noted, it is the heavy 


expenditure for armament that has kept people 
busy, employed at high wages. In some of the 
larger industrial communities any marked de- 
crease in armament expenditures, we are told, 
wilt result m widespread unemployment. 
But 


there can be plenty to keep us 
occupied with needed, useful 
undertakings. We are lagging 
in conservation 
development. 


The biggest job that confronts 


this; country is to rebuild its underground water 
supply. We can spend billions on that job. We 
can. spend other billions in restoring the 
forests, improving 
the fields, 
developing a 


long-range program that will rebuild soil and 
contribute to its continuing fertility. We have 
been a fortunate people. Our wealth has seemed 
to be inexhaustible. 
But we have drawn upon 


it year after year until in many areas we have 
impoverished ourselves. 
No nation stands to 


gain more from a durable peace than the 
United States.

Gangsters Poor Police 


(From The Milwaukee Journal) 


In proposing that the United States join So- 


viet forces to "crush aggression" in Egypt, 
Russia is like a thug trying to cover up murder 
by offering to help police catch a pickpocket. 


Engaged in brutal, barbaric crushing of free- 


dom loving Hungarians, Russia is violating every 
code of international conduct. The Soviet rulers 
stand once again before the world as the gang- 
sters they are. They are ignoring the United 
Nations demand that they ''cease immediately 
. . . military operations against the Hungarian 
people and withdraw . . . forces from that 
country." 


Yet at that very minute, Russia points the 


finger at France and England— charging viola- 
tion of United Nations mandates, crying "aggres- 
sion," piously threatening to use "force" to 
bring peace, indignantly shouting "colonialism." 


To join forces with such gangsters would be, 


as the White House promptly said, "unthink- 
able." It would, furthermore, violate the United 
Nauons Charter— for the UN assembly has de- 
manded that fighting stop in Egypt and that UN 
forces enter to stabilize the situation. For any- 
other forces to enter the area would be to 
commit aggression and defy the UN.

Old Mother Nature is to be credited with a 


great sensitiveness in providing an authentic 


lilting climax to an epic journey by two naval 


balloonists. 
After soaring to a record altitude of more 


than 70,000 feet, they came to earth by landing 


in one of our favorite Sandhill valleys near the 
tiny hamlet of Brownlee. The balloon's crew— 


Naval Commanders Malcolm D. Ross and Mor­ 


ton L. Lewis, both of Washington. D. C.-had 
soared in the air to a height of 76.(HX), to be 


exact, a little more than 14 miles in the im­ 


penetrable blackness of the stratosphere. Their 
balloon flight had taken them to a region of 
magnificent vistas—to a dark, blue-black sky— 
with earth a curtain of darkness underneath. 


And up above and in between, we have been 
told, are stratospheric layers of brilliant hues— 


orange, purple, and scarlet. 
If the vistas ol the skies are awesome—and

We Are On Our Way 


It. is significant that in the announcement of 


1956 Nobel prize awards Americans got five 


of the eight given for discoveries in science— 
a science that included physics, chemistry, medi­ 


cine and physiology. 
That is a far cry from earlier times. 
From 1901 until 1940 Americans won but 15 


of the 127 science awards. 
The turning point came in 1940 and between 


that year and 1955 Americans won 29 of the 59 


awards. 
The United States arrived late in the scientific 


research field. 
A land so richly endowed with 


natural resources, so easily available, was large­ 
ly confronted with the problem oi developing 
them, and interest turned naturally to the field 
of invention and engineering. Less favored na­ 
tions perforce turned to the laboratory and to 


research. While they sought the make-dtfference 
for their paucity of resources they gained in­ 
finitely 
both 
in 
techniques 
and 
products 
of 
research. 
But late years have required the 
United States to emphasize research and the 
successful results are showing up in both the 


Nobel awards and in the market. 
There is no question now of the permanence 


of this great expansion in the field of science 
and there is no question but that young America 
will strive to fill the field. 
It is at once a 
provocative and a gainful activity of greater 


potential opportunity than any ether. 
The question of gearing education to fit the 


new requirements has already been answered. 


The change must and will be made 
That which 
confronts the nation now is the method and 


speed of change. The quicker at that the better.

Count Nicholaus Ludwig Zinzendorf known in early 
eighteenth century religious circles for his support of 
the Moravian Church and his missionary ministry for 
that group, was born in Dresden, Germany, in 17(X). 
All of his hymns—and he turned out a good many of 
them during his life-time—were written 
in German. 
This one was produced in 1739 during a sea voyage 
which the author was making from St Thomas in the 
West Indies, and was translated almost immediately 
by the Rev. John We ley, famous English churchman 
and founder of Methodism. It made its bow to English- 
speaking Christians in a volume of “ Hymns and Sacred 
Poem s” which Wesley brought out in 1740. 
Even in early youth, Zinzendorf was serious and 
deeply religious. It is said that his conversion to Chris­ 
tianity resulted from a viewing of the painting, “ Ecco 
Homo.” the thorn-crowned Christ, during a visit one 
day to a Düsseldorf art gallery and a reading of his 
hymn, “ Jesus, Thy Blood and Righteousness” suggests 
that he was thinking again of the picture of the atoning 
Saviour when he penned his verses in 1739.
